Proposal ‘A’ 
fails here 

Area residents yesterday sent a 
message to Lansing and Govenor 
Milliken that they categorically 
oppose the so called tax cut or 
shift as outlined in Proposal A. 

Voters soundly defeated the 
proposal strongly supported by 
the governor by more than a 3-1 
margin in most of the communi- 
ties serviced by the Assicated 
NewsPapers. 

In Beliville with 35 percent of 
the electorate turning out on a 
sunny and warm day voters re- 
jected the proposal 476-167. 

In Van Buren 3,202 of the op- 
proximently 11,000 registered 
voters cast their ballots in yester- 
day’s state wide elections. Of 
that total 2,359 voted no while 
843 said yes to the proposal. 

By more than a 2-1 margin 
Romulus voters also defeated the 
proposal out of a total 3,651 
who voted, 2,763 turned down 
the proposal while 1,069 were in 
favor of it. 

There are 13,500 registered 
voters in Romulus. 

Sumpter Township residents 
also did not buy the tax package 
a* 1,029 voters said ;»o to the 
rroposal while 414 voted for it m | 
ati election that saw about 25 
percent of the registered town- 
ship voters show up. 

Voters in New Boston also 
turned their backs on Proposal 
A. With 2,305 voters taking time 
out to vote, 1,754 voted against 
the proposal while 551 were in 
favor of the proposal.

Millions of people around the world 
suffered anguish last Wednesday when 
the Pope was hit and injured by three 
bullets from the gun of a would-be 
assassin. 

But none was any more stunned than a 
young Romulus man who met Pope John 
Paul II 12 years ago when he visited 
Orchard Lake St. Mary College while he 
was still a Cardinal. 

“I was absolutely stunned and shock-

was happy and relieved when an alert 
and honest teenager spotted a “lost” 
bank pouch in the street and turned in 
the $1,300 to the Huron Police Station.

Young Greg was driving down Huron 
River Drive in front of the post office in 
Afew Boston when he saw this pouch 
apparently come sailing out the window 
of a passing car and land in the middle of 
the street. 

He turned around and came back past 
the object and realized it was a zippered 


ed when I first hdard the reports of the 
shooting of Pope John Paul 11,” said 
Barry Baumann, who graduated from 
Orchard Lake St Mary College in 1972. 

Baumann was president of his fresh- 
man college class in 1969 when he was 
charged with the responsibility of help- 
ing set up a reception for then Karol Car- 
dinal Wojtyla (pronounced Voy-ti-wa), 
archbishop of Krakow. 

He was the first Polish Cardinal to 
visit the United States and toured Ham- 
tramak as well as the campus of the 


bank pouch used for carrying money to 
be deposited in a bank. 

Greg unzipped the blue Security Bank 
pouch and saw more than a $1,000 in 
cash and $323 in checks inside. He 
headed immediately for the police sta- 
tion and turned the money in. The sur- 
prised and pleased trio near the front 
police desk — dispatchers Kathy Win- 
ters and Marlene Krause and Police 
Chief Joe Carney — congratulated 
Steadman for his honesty in returning 
the money. 

Carney, in turn, checked out the evi- 
dence and found the money belonged to 
Walter M . Porchak , owner of Chops New 
Boston Inn. 

Carney returned the retrieved money

Orchard Lake Prep, College and Semi- 
nary buildings. Attended by students of 
mainly Polish extraction, Orchard Lake 
officials have humorously dubbed their 
campus “The Polish Notre Dame.” 

Baumann warmly welcomed then 
Cardinal Wojtyla when he arrived on 
campus in 1969, shook his hand, and la- 
ter described him as a very warm- 
hearted man. The 48-year-qld Cardinal 
won the hearts of the entire student body 
with his half-hour speech. 

Baumann was thoroughly won over by 
the sincerity the visiting Cardinal ex- 
uded. That’s why the young Romulus 
man was so shocked when the news 
came of the Pope being shot last week. 

“At first I thought maybe the news 
had been a false report, but as further 
details emerged I began to reflect back 
on the day in 1969 when I met the Pontiff 
as a student at St. Mary’s in Orchard 
Lake,” Baumann explained. 

“As I heard the continuing news re- 
ports. I hoped and prayed he would 
make it.” 

Baumann said the visit of then Cardin- 
al Wojtyla was one of the biggest events 
they had on campus in the eight years he 
spent there as a student in high school 
and college. Father Ted Wypijewski, 
former pastor of St Albysius Catholic 
Church in Romulus had a great influ- 
ence on Baumann attending Orchard 
Lake St. Mary. The veteran priest re- 
cently retired from St. Barbara's Catho- 
lic Church in Dearborn. 

“I remember the evening Cardinal 
Wojtyla arrived on campus. The greet- 
ings were warm and friendly. Students 
lined the roadway . carrying torches that

Schools borrow 
$2 million; May 
payroll is met 

School officials heaved a collective sigh of relief last week when a 
$2 million loan on tax anticipation notes helped the district to meet 
its mid-May payroll. 


On its second attempt, the Romulus School Board obtained the 
much-needed loan from the private investment firm of Merrill 
Lynch at its board meeting May 11. Two weeks previous, the Board 
asked for bids and received no response. 


The Board unanimously approved the 
bid of Merrill Lynch at an interest rate 
of 12 percent. 

School officials said the payroll could 
not have been met if the loan had not 
been forthcoming. 

School Supt. Dr. William Bedell ex- 
plained that school districts and munici- 
palities are experiencing difficulty in 
borrowing funds in anticipation of tax 
collections because of soaring interest 
rates and the poor state of Michigan’s 
economy.

4 key public 
hearings set 
in Romulus 

There are four public meetings com- 
ing up in the next three weeks that are 
very important to Romulus residents.

Merrill Lynch indicated their interest 
grows from the fact that they represent 
individual investors who need the tax- 
exempt feature of the loans which 
makes the artifically low interest rates 
acceptable to them.

Should Huron become a Charter Township? 


Citizen believes: .‘It’ll take away some rights’

George Angel wants the people of 
Huron Township to decide for them- 
selves whether they want to become a 
Charter Township. 

And he believes that a Charter 
Township would “take away the few 
rights the people have left.” 

As soon as he heard that the Huron 
Township Board had adopted a resolu- 
tion to become a Charter Township. 
Angel went to work writing, printing and 
circulating petitions to override the 
Board decision, and place the question 
on the ballot 

Without these disagreement petitions, 


Huron would automatically become a 
Charter Township 60 days after the 
Board resolution (which was made 
April 8) But if a petition, signed by 10 
percent of the registered voters that 
voted in the last election, is filed within 
that time, a referendum would be re- 
quired 

Angel and 35 volunteers began circu- 
lating the petitions May 7. “We ll have 
no trouble getting them in by the end of 
the month,” he declared 

“People have' been calling me up, 
asking for the petitions They are abso- 
lutely against the Board doing this on 
their own. 

“The people don’t want seven people 


on the Board deciding for us,“ he said 

Circulating such petitions is not new to 
Angel. 74. “We filed petitions in 1979 on 
this same issue. ” he added, “and the 
voters turned it down in the election in 
1980 

“There was no confusion in the minds 
of the voters,” Angel stressed. “The re- 
ferendum lost about 6 to 1 . 

“And if people are calling me and 
asking for petitions , there s no c onfusion 
now. The people don’t want Huron to be 
a Charter Township.” 

Besides believing that the issue should 
be decided by the people. Angel feels 
that a Charter Township will take away 
some of the rights of the citizens 


“The Board will be able to assess an 
additional 5 mills without voter approv- 
al he contended. 

These five mills are a matter of some 
uncertainty If Huron became a Charter 
Township by resolutuon — that is, if no 
petitions are filed and the Board resolu- 
tion stands — the law requires the peo- 
ple to vote on additional assessments. 

However, the law governing a com- 
munity that becomes a Charter 
Township by election has been subject to 
varying interpretations Angel believes 
that Article 31 of the Headlee Amend- 
ment gives such township boards the 
right to levy five mills without voter 
approval 


“Board members have said that they 
only want to incorporate as a Charter 
Township to avoid annexation Angel 
said “But they want it to get the five 
mills. ’* 

In fact. Angel discounted the idea of 
Huron being annexed, calling it a 
rumor ’ ' spread by the Board A case in 
point is the “super-ditch,” currently 
being considered by the Wayne County 
Drain Commission to run through Huron 
Township between Inkster and Mid- 
dlebelt Roads 

The Board is opposed to having the 
ditch in Huron . and members worry that

Romulus Board of Education heard a 
report last week that outlines how 
efforts to provide vacant school space 
for the new police headquarters for the 
recently-created Romulus Police De- 
partment were taking shape. 

Supt. William Bedell explained how 
the staff has been working with Mayor 
William Oakley in a frantic effort to pro- 
vide the needed space in time for the 
new’ police department to launch ser- 
vices when the current Wayne County 


deputy service is terminated after May 
19 

The school board recently voted 
unanimously to lease the vacant Romu- 
lus Elementary School. 11165 Olive 
Street, to the city for SI per year plus 
utilities 

Dr. Bedell indicated that to accom- 
plish the transfer of Romulus 
Elementary from school control to con- 
trol by the police department was going 


to cause the district to make several 
changes very quickly. 

The cost of the changes was estimated 
to be between $5,000 and $7,000 because 
the transfer requires relocating the Spe- 
cial Education staff into the old board 
office site in the north section of South 
Junior High School 

In addition, the Community Services 
department will be relocated into 
another part of South Junior High, 
w’here William Smith. Community 


Education director, will expand the dis- 
trict’s services to adults 
Board Trustees said they look forward 
to the expanded Adult Education Prog- 
ram at the South end of South Junior 
High School . as well as expressing satis- 
faction over being able to help the city 
house its new police station 
In referring to the Adult Education 
Program. Board member Mrs Evelyn 
Hopewell said. This is an opportunity

"Cardinal Wojtyla jokingly said he 
hoped we didn't set the new f chapel on 
fire and burn it down. The next day we 
held a big banquet in his honor and that 
w r as a pretty big deal in those days. 

“Just his presence had a warmth ab- 
out it He was a very friendly man He 
spoke for half an hour, some in Polish 
but mostly in English, and I enjoyed ev- 
ery minute of it." 

Baumann, who is a lifelong resident of 
Romulus, said last Wednesday was a 
day he will remember a long time As 1 
sat in my home listening to the con- 
tinuing news reports on the Pope s con- 
dition. I began to trace my reactions on 
the day Cardinal Wojtyla was elected 
Pope 

“I couldn't believe that I had really 
met and seen a Holy Father I went 
around the office at work that day and I 
was so excited my fellow* workers must 
have thought I had flipped I came home 
that day and called my former class- 
mates and others from Orchard Lake 
‘Some had been ordained as priests in 
Poland by Cardinal Wojtyla 

“Now*, after this tragic shooting of the 
Pope I imagine we ll be talking very 
soon again I can t comprehend why 
such a great man would be a target I 
just can't He is full of God s love and I 
believe he has a very special purpose 


God certainly had something in mind 
when he had him elected Pope,*' 
Baumann said. 

It did not take too long for the w r orld 
to get to know* him. as we did years ago. 
He reminds me of Pope John XXIII I 
was only in grade school then, but he 
also had an impact on us ” 

Baumann described the Pope as “a 
good man” who has brought the world 
together in prayer. 

Although the shooting was a tragic 
thing, maybe some good will come out of 
it.” he said hopefully. 

Then Baumann mentioned the thing 
that is most disturbing of all to him Mv 
human nature kept asking and eating 
awav at me as I watched the news re 
ports last Wednesday night What next?

A wish that seemed to draw a prayer-

“It is obvious that they have been dis- 
satisfied and with good reason When 
they see a school building that is half 
empty, they know money is being 
wasted. As a consequence. I think they 
need to have their confidence given back

Romulus may try to annex the property 
to construct it themselves. 

Angel replied that “it’s ridiculous to 
say they’d annex ” He said that under 
"condemnation laws.’ government 
agencies manage to acquire the land 
they need by going through the courts. 

“If the drain commission gets approv- 
al and financing, they don’t have to 
annex anything for public use." 

Angel also felt that the ditch would be 
so much trouble that neighboring cities 
would not want to annex Huron property 
anyway. They would be picking up prob- 
lems like flooding, pollution and special 
assessments. 

He recalled the trouble he'd had when 
a ditch plugged up during the time he 
was Huron Township supervisor ( 1967- 
71). "It was a health hazard, so I had it 
fixed immediately," Angel said. “Then 
the Department of Natural Resources 
came to a Board meeting and insisted I 
needed their approval first. They told 
me I should fill the ditch back in!" 

Angel concluded by mentioning that 
the Township budget and the salaries of 
the Board would not longer be decided 
by the public at the annual meeting. In- 
stead the matters would be determined 
by the Board itself, a further example of 
the people losing their rights.

State Police say be CAREful 
during Memorial Day weekend 


Michigan State Police emphasis on 
traffic safety for the Memorial Day holi- 
day weekend Friday, May 22, through 
Monday , May 25, again will include their 
participation in "OPERATION CARE", 
according to department director. Col. 
Gerald L. Hough. 

Hough said that "CARE” — an 
acronym for "combined accident reduc- 
tion effort"— for several years has been 
a federal fund assisted safety campaign 
in this and other states, helping to hold 
the line on traffic casualties. 

He noted that Michigan’s participa- 
tion in the "CARE" effort last Memorial 
Day weekend held state traffic deaths to 
23, well below the average of 31 recorded 
for that weekend in the three year period 
prior to "CARE." 

• C ARE ’ ’ funding will permit the State 
Police to provide 4,0% additional patrol 
hours for surveilling holiday traffic, 
according to department traffic ser- 
vices division officers. "CARE" emph- 
asis for Memorial Day patrolling will be 
on major interstate and trunkline high- 
ways, they said, where accident inci- 
dence is most serious. 

The State Police patrols will be in 
effect from about noon Friday, May 22, 
through midnight Monday, May 25. Dis- 
trict commanders will supervise patrol 
emphasis in their areas, with maximum 
enforcement expected to be from 3 to 9 


p.m. each day of the holiday period. 

Hough urged resident and visiting 
motorists in Michigan to exert extra 
effort by following these guidelines: 

Drive at reasonable speeds, ease up at 
night and during inclement weather. 

Avoid following other cars too closely. 

Give proper turn and stop signals in 
ample time so that other motorists have 
advance notice to react safely. 

Pass only when it’s safe to do so. 

Refrain from driving if you have done 
any immoderate drinking of intoxicat- 
ing beverages. 

Provide and use car safety restraints 
for motor vehicle passengers. 

Be especially alert concerning pedes- 
trians, bicycle and motorcycle traffic. 

Remember that the maximum speed 


limit in Michigan and other states is 55 
mph and that in Michigan penalty points 
are now assessable against motorists 
for speeding in the 60 to 70 mile range as 
well as above that rate.

Taking advantage of the information 
is a Belleville student who is studving and preparing a 
report on Helen Keller, one of the early crusaders for 
the handicapped who was born blind and deaf, who 
learned to speak. 


Library features material for print disabled 


Year 
of the 
disabled 


1981 has been designated Internation- 
al Year of the Handicapped by the Un- 
ited Nations. In conjunction with this, 
the Fred C. Fischer Library in Belleville 
has a display fo free library aids and 
materials available for the print hand- 
icapped. 

The material is made available from 
the Library of Congress National Lib^ 
rary Service for the Blind and Physical- 
ly Handicapped and distributed locally 
through a network of regional and sub- 
regional libraries. 

The libary serving this area is the 
Wayne County Regional Library for the 
Boind and Physically Handicapped, lo- 
cated at 33030 Van Born Road in Wayne. 
The library may be reached by calling 
either 274-2600 or 326-8910. Regional 
Libarian Barbara Goral stated that in 
1980 the library circulated over 78.000 
items to malmost 3000 users in Wayne 
County. 

Services offered include “talking" (or 
recorded) books available on record and 
cassetee. Topics include general non- 


fiction, classics, fiction, and current 
bastsellers. About 30,000 titles are cur- 
rently available, including books for 
children and adults, and about 13,000 
new books are recorded each year. The 
Library of Congress also provides re- 
cord and cassette players for listening to 
the books, at no charge to the user 

Current magazines are also recorded, 
and books and magazines are also avail- 
able in braille and large print. 

This free service is available to any 
person who cannot use standard print 
material because of a physical handicap 
or limitation. This would include anyone 
who is blind, legally blind, physically 
handicapped in such a way that he-she 
cannot hold a book or turn the pages 
easily, or learning disabled due to an 
organic dysfunction. 

The service is also available for tem- 
porary disabilities, such as a person who 
has been in an accident or who will be 
needing cataract surgery. 


All services are provided at no cost to 
the user. All books, equipment, and 
materials are mailed free of charge to 
the patron’s home and may be returned 
in the same manner. Any interested per- 
son may fill out an application, avail- 
able at this library or by calling the 
Wayne County Regional Library at the 
above numbers. Service will usually be- 
gin within two weeks after the applica- 
tion has been received. 

Locally, specialized service is also 
available for the deaf. A teletypewriter 
(TTY) is located at the Wayne Oakland 
Library Federation (WOLF) Service 
Center in Wayne. 

This is a special device that attaches 
to a regular telephone, allowing con- 
versations to be typed, rather than 


spoken The TTY phone number is 326- 
1080, and the line is open 24 hours a day. 

Any person owning a TTY may call 
the number and ask for information or 
request books by title or subject. Sharon 
Godfrey, Head of Public Services at 
1 WOLF will respond to these requests as 
soon as possible. 

This dispaly will be available at the 
Belleville Library for the next four 
weeks. Everyone is invited to come in 
and look at or try the talking book 
machines and ask questions about the 
services available. 

The library is open Monday through 
Thursday from 12:00 to 8:00 and Satur- 
day from 12:00 to 5 :00. Interested peo- 
ple may also call 699-3291 for more in- 
formation.

Ten citizen volunteers will be hired by 
the Huron Police Department to aug- 
ment the regular police force, and two 
part-time policemen will be hired for 
vacation relief. N 

The Huron Township Board voted last 
week to implement the 10-man reserve 
unit, conceptualized by Police Chief 
Joseph Carney in a written-report to the 
Board 

The volunteers would be used for spe- 
cial events and crowd control and would 
not replace regular police officers in 
their regualr duties. The collective 
bargaining agreement precludes that 
possibility." Carney emphhasized. 

Carney said that he had 13 applicants 
for the positions already. Several have 
police training and have worked with 


Kubeck. “This is money that the voters 
authorized, but w'hich we can t collect 
because of Headlee.” 

Proposal IV w'ould roll back that 
limitation and allow the district to col- 


police reserve units in other communi- 
ties. 

Carney requested a budget of $3000 to 
set up the program “That should cover 
the training, uniform and physical 
exam,” he explained . He does not antici- 
pate any additional cost to the Township 
for insurance 

The colunteers w ill be trained in use of 
firearms but will not carry them. Car- 
ney said they will probably carry a 
nightstick and handcuffs, * possibly 
mace.” 

The Board also voted to hire as part- 
time officers two men who have already 
interviewed for the positions. 

The men are laid off from the Detroit 
Police Department so they are already 
certified by the state, and they are 
“very well qualified.” according to 
Carney.

Section 48.50.02. No pond shall be located closer than 60 feet from any one side 
lot line, or 20 feet from the opposite side lot line, nor closer than 20 feet from 
any rear lot line, nor closer than 100 feet from the front right-of-way, nor 
closer than 50 feet from the principal structure, nor closer than 50 feet from 
any septic tank and/or septic field. 

Section 48.50.03. Material excavated from the pond site shall be disposed of on 
site with the proper grading to allow no alteration in the runoff to adjoining 
parcels. 

Section 48.50.04. No pond shall be located closer than 50 feet from any tele- 
phone or electrical or other utility line 

Section 48.50.05. A pond shall be constructed in such a manner that no over- 
flow, spillage, or seepage shall encroach on adjacent parcels. 

Section 48.50.06. The side slopes of the pond shall not be greater than one foot 
vertical to four feet horizontal to a water depth of five feet. 

Section 48.50.07. Ponds having a maximum depth greater than four feet shall 
have two (2) sided warning signs set at right angles to the edge of the pond, 
composed of letters of at least four (4) inches in height indicating the number 
of feet of maximum depth. Such signs shall be placed along the shore of said 
pond at intervals of not more than 100 feet ; in no event shall any pond having a 
maximum depth greater than four feet have less than tw o such warning signs. 
Said signs shall read: “Warning ( insert number of feet dee p) Feet Deep.” 
Section 48.50.08. Ponds having a maximum depth greater than four feet shall 
be equipped with lifesaving equipment such as ring bouys. located along the 
shore of said pond at the same location as the w arning signs In no event shall 
any ponds having a maximum depth greater than four feet have less than two 
such life-saving devices. 

Section 48 50.09 Prior to the approval of a permit for a pond, a hydrogeologic- 
al and'or topographical survey sealed by a registered engineer or registered 
land surveyor may be required by the Planning Commission. 

Section 48.50.10. The site plan must provide sufficient information and details 
concerning size, location, disposal of spoil, grading, existing and finish eleva- 
tions, sodding or seeding and landscaping for the Planning Commission to 
judge the impact this pond will have on this site and adjacent properties 
Section 48.50.11. Prior to issuance of a Huron Township permit, the owner 
shall obtain a Soil Erosion and Sedimentation Control Permit . as issued by the 
Wayne County Health Department, if said proposed pond is one (1) or more 
acres in size or has a method of discharge or overflow or falls w'ithin 500 feet of 
an existing Wayne County Drain or natural watercourse 
Section 48 50.12. The estimated cost and completion time of the total project 
shall be included and detailed in the permit application. 

Section 48 50.13. Upon issuance of a permit . the applicant shall deposit a cash 
bond forfeitable to Huron Township in a minimum amount of one thousand 
. dollars (SI ,000) Such cash bond shall run to the Township and shall be forfeit- 
able by its terms and conditions automatically thirty (30) days after notice to 
the applicant that the requirements of this Ordinance have not been met 
according to the terms of the permit Such cash bond shall be considered 
posted with the condition that upon passage of said thirty ( 30) days after such 
notice in writing by first class mail at the last know n address of the applicant . 
such amount shall automatically be transferred to the Township fund, or 
otherwise enforceable by the Township by any means available Thereafter, 
the Township shall be authorized to go onto I he property and expend up to

Section 48 50 15 The permit shall be valid for a period of one year from the 
date of issuance by the Building Inspector and or the Ordinance Enforcement

Section 48 50 16. For ponds established as a special condition use in RiS 
Districts, no fencing of such ponds shall be required unless such condition is 
placed upon the establishment of a pond by the Planning Commission 
Ordinance No 20, Section 43 20 03 is hereby amended to read as follows:

Police Chief Donald 
Flood and his right hand man, Lieute- 
nant Robert Sullivan, a retired inspec- 
tor from Wayne County Sheriff Depart- 
ment, were settling into their new 
offices this week. 

Purchasing Direcotr Ray Cantrell Jr. 
worked tirelessly to find cars tm put the 
new Romulus policemen on wheels City 
Council authorized the purchase of the 
cars last week and Cantrell was on the 
phone to all parts of Michigan and sur- 
rounding states to locate the best buys. 

Cantrell located seven 1981 model 
cars — all mid-size Dodge Diplomats — 
in Indiana at the cost of $7,715 each The 
vehicles, which have 318 cubic inch en- 
gines with 4-barrel carburetors, were 
painted by Davis Autobody Craftsmen 
on Cogswell Road over the weekend in a 
rush job to get them ready for the road 
as soon as possible. 

The police cars are painted blue and 
white and the interiors are blue Can- 
trell said the seven cars meet state 
police standards. “We came upon the 
good purchase through the fleet buyer 
for the state of Michigan, 4 * Cantrell ex- 
plained. ‘We’re in the same purchasing 
organization and he put me in touch with 
Snethkamp Chrysler-Plymouth-Dodge 
dealer in Lansing 

“They, in turn, put us in touch with the 
Indiana Police, which was in the process 
of cutting back on behicles and had these 
seven cars available for immediate 
purchase by us. These cars which are 
normally priced about $9,000 cost us 
only $7,715 each.”

The Stop Bath : After the film has been 
developed using the manufacturer’s re- 
commended developing agent, time and 
temperature, we will need to stop the 
developing process. 

An easy way to do this is to use an acid 
rinse or short stop. This will neutralize 
the developer that has been left on the 
film from the developing process. 

Stop bath is a diluted solution of acetic 
acid. A hardener is sometimes used in 
the stop bath to prevent the swelling of 
the gelatin (film base) . Thorough agita- 
tion for about 30 seconds will be suffi- 
cient time in the stop bath 

The fixer: After you have developed 
and stopped your negatives you must 
use a fixer. The fixer is used because the 
emulsion contains both the image and 
the unexposed and undeveloped silver 
halide crystals. 

Usually only about 25% of the silver 
halide salts are reduced to metallic sil- 
ver during the developing process. 
There are two reasons why the unused 
silver salts should not be left in the emul- 
sions: 

• “If the unexposed and undeveloped 
silver halide salts remain in the nega-’ 
tive they will, with time, darken as they 


are exposed to light and consequently 
render the developed image useless.” 

• 4 Although the composition of the un- 
exposed and undeveloped silver halide 
is of salt crystals, they nevertheless 
have some opacity and this will obscure 
the developed image.” 

With this in mind we must treat the 
film in a solution that will dissolve the 
sensitized and undeveloped crystals yet 
maintain the developed image. This is 
called “fixation.” 

The fixer is made of a solution of a 
chemical called thiosulfate. This solu- 
tion is sometimes referred to as “hypo.” 
The hypo solution, without adding any 
other chemicals, is capable of fixing the 
image. Using a solution of just thiosul- 
fate is not entirely satisfactory. We 
must use the other chemicals with the 
htiosulfate to help it perform its function 
more efficiently. 

Chemicals such as acetic acid and sul- 
fire are used in some formulas, alum is 
used as a hardener and boric acid is used 
to increase the life of the fixing bath. 

Five to ten minutes in a freshly pre- 
pared fixing bath should do it for most 
films.

(Continued from Page A-7) 
help them recognize letters and words. 

• Take the family on trips that have 
educational value.

• Praise students for their success in 
school. Parents’ feelings are important 
to their children. Students should under- 
stand that parents think it’s as impor- 
tant to score well on a spelling test as it is 
to keep their room clean. 

• Set aside 20 minutes each weekend 
when everyone in your home reads. Stu- 
dent will understand that reading is im- 
portant if parents demonstrate that by 
their example. And keep plenty of read- 
ing materials around your home. 

• Establish a quiet place for study in 
your home. Pollsters tell us that Amer- 
icans have watched 18,000 hours of tele- 
vision by the time they reach 18 years of 
age.

FIREWORKS ORDINANCE CHAPTER 710 


AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE STORAGE. HANDLING. AND USE 
OF FLAMMABLE OR EXPLOSIVE SUBSTANCES FOR DISPLAY PUR- 
POSES AND USE OR OCCUPANCY OF BUILDINGS OR PREMISES IN 
CONNECTION THEREWITH AND ADOPTING A FIRE PREVENTION 
CODE PRESCRIBING REGULATIONS GOVERNING CONDITIONS 
HAZARDOUS TO LIFE AND PROPERTY FROM FIREWORKS AND OR 
EXPLOSIVES. 

710.101 DEFINITION: 

FIREWORKS: ' Fireworks'' means a device made from explosive or 
flammable compositions used primarily for the purpose of producing a visible 
display or audible effect, or both, by combustion, deflagration, or detonation. 
Fireworks includes Class B fireworks and Class C fireworks as defined b> 
State Law. 

710.200 GENERAL REGULATIONS: 

710 201 It shall be unlawful for anv person, firm, association, partnership or 
corporation to possess, store, offer for sale, expose for sale, sell at retail, or 
use or explode any fireworks proscribed by Public Act (1978) No 258 as 

(a) The City Council may grant a permit for supervised public displays of 
fireworks bynon-profit associations, fair associations, amusement parks, 

and other organizations . .... 

710.202 Every such officially sanctioned display shall be handled by a com- 

petent operator approved by the fire or police official ol the jurisdiction, and 
shall be of such a character and so located, discharged, or fired as > in the 
opinion of the fire official, after proper inspection, shall not be hazardous to 
property or endanger any person. , .. 

710.203 The manufacture of fireworks within the City of Romulus is prohi- 
bited! unless licensed under Title 27. Article 181 of USC 

710 204 The Fire or Police Department shall have the right to be present at 
the firing of any permitted public displays of fireworks, and shall have the 
right to cause the same to be stopped unless it is conducted in strict accoi d- 
ance with the qualifying statements made in the application and so as not to be 
hazardous to property or endanger any person 
710 205 No person conducting a public display shall ignite, explode, project, 
or otherwise make use of any fireworks in or on any street, alley, highway . or 
other public place or property within the City without a permit therefore, nor 
shall any such person permit such fireworks to be projected over or onto the 
property of another person without the consent of the person having control of 
such property, nor shall anv person ignite, explode, project, or otherwise 
make use of any fireworks within two hundred (200) feet ol any dwelling or 
other structure wherein persons reside 

710.300 PERMIT REQUIRED: 

A permit shall be obtained from the City Council on forms supplied by the 
Department of State Police for the display and or discharge of fireworks as 
allowed under this Ordinance 

710 301 PERMIT APPLICATION: 

Application for permits for public displays ol fireworks, pyrotechnics, or 
other explosives of like character, shall be made in writing at least fifteen ( 15) 
days in advance of the date of the display or discharge of fireworks The 
possession, use and distribution of approved fireworks for such display shall 
be lawful under the terms and conditions approved with the permit and lor 
that purpose only A permit granted hereunder shall not be transferable, nor 
shall any such permit be extended beyond the dates set out therein The 
storage of firew orks for use in a display will be limited to the amount required 
for the permitted display 
710 302 The permit application shall set forth: 

(a) The name of the individual or organization sponsoring the display, 
together with the name, age. experience, and physical characteristics of the 
person or persons actually in charge of firing the display 
(b> The date and time of day at which the display w ill be held 

(c) The exact location plan for the display 

(d) The number and kinds of fireworks to be discharged 

(e) The manner and place of storage of such firew orks prior to the display 

(f) A diagram of the grounds on which the display is to be held, showing the 
point at which the fireworks are to be discharged, the location of all buildings 
highways, and other lines of communication, the lines behind which the 
audience w ill be restrained , and the location of all trees, telegraph telephone, 
or electrical wires in the nearby vicinity, or other overhead obstructions 

(g) The application for such permit shall be verified by affidavit The Fire 
Official shall make or cause to be made an inspection of the place stated in the 
application as the location of the proposed public display of fireworks, to 
ascertain whether it is a safe and proper location lor the display thereof He 
shall also investigate the qualifications of the proposed operator of the dis- 
play He shall also ascertain w hether the applicant is a bona fide fair associa- 
tion amusement park , or other organization or group of individuals 1 le shall 
also examine into the kind and character of the fireworks proposed to be used 
in the display If he shall ascertain that the proposed display is to be given in a 
proper place, by a competent operator so that it shall not be hazaidous to 
property or endanger any person or persons, he shall endorse and approve the 
application and issue his recommendation to City Council for the issuance oi 
the necessary permit 


710.303 BOND FOR PUBLIC DISPLAY: 

A permittee for public display shall furnish a bond or display liability 
insurance in an amount of ONE MILLION ($1,000,000 00) DOLLARS for the 
payment of damages which may be caused either to a person or persons or to 
property by reason of the permitted display, and arising from any acts of the 
permittee, his agents, employees, or subcontractors. 

710 .400 DISPOSAL OF UNFIRED FIREWORKS: 

Un fired fireworks and trash that remains after the display is concluded 
shall be immediately disposed of in a safe manner approved by the Fire 
Official. 

710 500 SEIZURE OF ILLEGAL FIREWORKS 

710.501 An authorized fire or police official shall seize, take, remove, or 
cause to be removed at the expense of the owner, in accordance with Section 
23 Public Act 207 (1941), all stocks of fireworks offered or exposed for sale, 
stored, or held, that are in fact in violation of this Ordinance. 

710.502 Any items so confiscated by a police or fire official may be disposed 
of in a manner approved by the State Police upon ten ( 10) days written notice 
to the owner 

710.503 SALE OF FIREWORKS: 

(a) A license for the sale of only those items permitted by Public Act ( 1978) 
No. 258 shall be issued upon the following conditions. 

( 1 ) Application shall be made on a form prepared by the City Clerk to apply 
to one location per application 

(2) No fireworks shall be sold by or to minors under eighteen (18) years of 
age. 

(3) No fireworks shall be sold by or to a person who is intoxicated. 

(4) A Certificate of Insurance shall be publicly displayed in the amount of 
$100,000 $250,000 for premises and products liability at the location of all sales. 

(5) A permit for the sale from a temporary building or structure shall be 
issued only if it is demonstrated to the Police and Fire Official that: 

(1) The facility has established the existence of acceptable overnight 
storage, 

(2) The facility shall comply with all applicable fire standards and reg- 
ulations. 

(3) The structure shall be maintained in a safe location and in a theft 
resistant condition. 

(4) The facility shall be maintained at a reasonably safe distance from 
gasoline stations or locations where there is storage of flammable liquids 
and bases. 

(b) All locations shall display no smoking signs and shall be equipped with 
two (2), Ten (10) pound-ABC type fire extinguishers 

(c) Applicant shall pay a One Hundred Fifty ($150 00) Dollar annual fee. 
The fee for wholesalers and jobbers shall be Two Hundred Fifty ($250 00)

(d) A fireworks license shall be approved by the City Clerk based upon 
compliance with the foregoing, and may be revoked for misrepresentation in 
the application or violation of this Ordinance. 

(e) Every licensed dealer shall at the site approved for sale display, at all 
times during business hours, his her City Fireworks License. Michigan Tax 
License, and Certificate of Insurance 

( f ) All merchandise on display shall be in enclosed show cases unless out of 
the reach of customers 

710.504 Storage of fireworks shall be in accordance w ith MCLA 750.243d as 
amended 

710.600 PENALTY: . x . 4 . f 

Anv person, firm, association, partnership or corporation violating any; ot 
the terms of this Ordinance shall be subject to a fine of not more than Five 
Hundred ($500 00) Dollars or to imprisonment for not to exceed Ninety (90) 
Days or to both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 

710 700 SEVERABILITY: ^ u .

Some views on hospital care 


EDITOR— In response to an editorial of May 8. 1981 , 
"Our Opinions"— ‘Unloading Wayne County General.’ 
which appeared in a metropolitan newspaper. 1 would 
like to say a few things as a taxpayer and aresident of 
Wayne County since 1969. 

You stated "Two separate and independent ex- 
aminations of Wayne County General Hospital s op- 
erations— by the Greater Detroit Area Hospital Coun- 
cil and the Wayne County Efficiency Task Force- 
have concluded that the hospital is inefficient and 
should be disposed of." 

How these two organizations came to their conclu- 
sions is beyond me. No one bothered to ask me or any 
resident ofWayne County what they thought about its 
operations. What these twoi organizations failed to 
realize is that what comes out on paper, does not al- 
ways hold true, ask any housewife. 

The Council noted that in the fiscal year 1979. it cost 
almost twice as much to care for patients at Wayne 
County General as it did at other hospitals serving the 
same volume of patients with comparable health 
problems, which leaves me to believe that the hospit- 
als they compared Wayne County u r ith are not desig- 
nated as major trauma centers, are not teaching hos- 
pitals nor do they have major outpatient clinics. They 
indicated that Wayne County General Hospital has 409 
beds when actually it is only 340 beds 

On May 2nd. my son was treated for a laceration 
which was sutured and pronounced perfectly OK at a 
private hospital’s emergency room After suffering 
for two days and nights. I took my son to the Wayne 


County General Hospital Emergency Room where 
they discovered a piece of metal still in h is leg and 
which he is still under treatment for. 

However, during my wait in the emergency room, 
victims from four separate automobile accidents 
were brought in and one accident involved four teena- 
gers seriously injured. 

During my short wait all these patients were proces- 
sed. cared for. relatives notified, etc. in a most effi- 
cient and organized way. At no time during this hectic 
period of waiting and otifications did anyone first ask 
"Do you have insurance; how do you intend to pay for 
this?" This question was no doubt asked at some time 
during the patient’s treatment program, but it wasn’t 
asked first. 

I have come to the conclusion that in order to under- 
stand the Task Force and the Greater Area Detroit 
Council recommendations, you must first look at who 
these people are and which organizations they really 
represent. Certainly not the residents ofWayne Coun- 
ty. I also wonder whether or not they have even taken 
the time to come to Hospital and actually see for them- 
selves just what goes on at this place they "want to 
dispose of," on any given day. 

There is a saying which I have cahnged just a little 
and that is "It is difficult to soar with eagles when you 
have turkeys rendering decisions they know nothing 
about "

Someone once said "that the game between 
father and son is a deadly serious one at 
times.” 

No one knows this better than Carl Knaus of 
Canton . who has unsuccessfully tried to bridge 
the communication gap between him and his 
15-year-old son. Terry 

"My son is on pot and drugs," said Kraus, a 
self-employed commercial artist who is the 
father of four children ages 9 to 17. "And he’s 
also a con artist. He can con anyone." 

Over the years Kraus has unsuccessfully 
tried to help his son. however. Kraus points out 
that "peer pressure" and the "wrong com- 
pany" led Terry into trouble. 

"He is with what they call burnouts’, kids 
who would rather smoke pot than live," Kraus 
continued. "I saw the gap between us wide- 
ning We provided for psychiatric care and we 
did everything — but nothing seemed to help." 

Kraus paused, then took a stack of letters 
from his brief case and placed the large file 
before me "Here, take a look at all of this." 

"This" included letters from Plymouth- 
Canton schools, informing Kraus that his son 
"is absent or tardy too often " . therefore will be 
dropped from classes; that Terry "has been 
suspended from school for three days because 
of possession of marijuana." 

And it goes on and on. 

After the battle appeared lost. Kraus de- 
cided to place Terry in Star Commonwealth, 
an institution which handles youthful criminal 
offenders. "Although at first they didn't want 
to take him, because he wasn’t corrigible 
enough, they later agreed." 

Terry however had other ideas He was be- 
friended by a neighbor who opened her doors 
to the ninth grade student. According to Kraus 
his son continued his drug problem and "no- 
thing really changed." 

"Being right next door to us has put pressure 
of all kinds on our family," Kraus stressed. 

"you wouldn’t believe it . How would you like to 
have your kid. who definitely has a problem, 
living right next door It w*as impossible/* 

The Krauses went to the court system in 
hopes of resol-i.ig the problem The case was p 
heard Tuesday morning in Juvenile Court be- 
fore Judge Y. Gladys Barsamian. 

And after a string of social workers testi- 
fied, the Honorable Barsamian concluded that 
she feels that Terry would be better ofl^living 
at the neighbor s because she felt he was 'hap- 
pier there.’ She called it self-esteem’, accord- 
ing to Kraus. 

"I was shocked," Kraus continued. "In her 
(Judge Barsamian’s) closing arguments she 
told us that she was aw’are of the marijuana 
and the drug problem Terry had. but she felt 
where he lives is more important. 

"Of course Terry would like it there — he 
gets to do whatever he wants. He’ll do what he 
has been doing all his life." 

What Kraus can’t understand in this night- 
marish chain of events is the reasoning of 
some of the social workers and the Wayne 
County Juvenile Courts. 

"Would you believe one of the social workers 
got up there and said That everybody does it’ 

— that all kids use marijuana — it’S an 
accepted fact I can’t believe it." 

"When we started all of this my son told me ; 

Dad, don’t, you can’t win." 

"Guess he was right "

As a Vietnam veteran and serious stu- 
dent of Vietnamese affairs (master’s 
degree in Asian Studies, University of 
Hawaii), I’d like to comment on Mona 
Grigg s column "whose war w as it any- 
way?" in the April 30 issue 
Alas, despite her excellent writing and 
compassionate sentiments, Grigg— like 
most Americans — has misapprehended 
the real tragedy of Vietnam 
It is not only the veterans to w hom the 
American people should listen and 
apologize Above all. this nation owes 
apologies and compassion to the need- 
lessly sacrificed people of South Viet- 
nam. whom we shamefully betrayed 
just when their salvation was within 
grasp. 

Grigg seems to believe that the out 
come of the war meant nothing to the 
South Vietnamese people But there is 
overwhelming evidence that it really 
did 

The South Vietnamese army fought 
for almost two decades Contrary to the 
slanders spread by ignorant and biased 
American commentators, it generally 
fought bravely and reasonable effec- 
tively— and occasionally performed 
with high distinction 
It lost 200.000 dead, roughly They 
didn t make such sacrifices just because 
\ we asked them to 


When the end came, the desperate de- 
sire of South Vietnamese to escape the 
Communists was appalling evident, 
millions of refugees clogged the roads as 
the enemy advanced Weeping parents 
begged Americans to take their babies 
out of the country , determined their chil- 
dren should be free even if they could 
not 

To date, about a million South Viet- 
namese have fled their country against 
long odds (That never happened under 
the so-called “oppressive ’ anti- 
communist government > Scores of 
thousands have died trying to flee, many 
slaughtered by Communist gunboats 

Those still in South Vietnam live in a 
Communist hell, dominated by North 
Vietnamese mainly interested in ex- 
ploiting the South's rice basket — except 
that, as always. Communism has ruined 
the economy so there is little to exploit 
Corruption is reportedly rife 

There was and is a continuing blood- 
bath. though the Communists were too 
clever to arouse w f orld condemnation 
by using firing squads They simply put 
hundreds of thousands of anti- 
communists in re-education camps," 
where tens of thousands died and hun- 
dreds of thousands still languish < In the 
first days of Communist victory, a few 


anti-Communists were mutilated and 
tortured to death ) 

We deceive ourselves if we disclaim 
responsibility for these events. Our pre- 
cipitous withdrawal of moral and mate- 
rial support, which caused this tragedy, 
was a result of American public opinion 

Americans just decided one day they 
were tired of hearing about Vietnam and 
spending money on it. so South Viet- 
namese had to die as a way of changing 
the subject and trimming our budget . ( It 
had nothing to do with saving American 
lives, for our troops withdrew earlier ) 

It might have been acceptable if South 
Vietnam had really been a basket case 
But it wasn’t Actually we had won By 
1973 our side had virtually destroyed the 
guerrillas (they played no significant 
role in the North Vietnamese tank-and 
motorized infantry Blitzkrieg of 1975), 
held off one full-scale North Vietnamese 
invasion; substantially pacified the 
populated areas; stablized the gov- 
ernment; and initiated real land re- 
forms and village government improve- 
ments. 

South Vietnam w r as viable country 
and the military situation controllable— 
at least as much so as South Korea in 
1953 But where we stood by South 
Korea, in Vietnam we cut too much too 
fast Military aid w'as cut so low that the 


South Vietnamese ran low on fuel and 
ammunition and even went into battle 
without batteries for their radios Not 
even the U S. Marines could have won 
under those conditions 

Personally, I believe important U S 
interests w'ere at stake in Vietnam They 
may not have been as vital as they 
seemed in 1961. but we must judge 1961 
decisions in the 1961 context Commun- 
ism really was acting like a monolithic 
world threat 

Anyway, once the commitment w'as 
made, we had created a vital interest 
Our bug-out grievously damaged our 
credibility and morale We suffered a 
decade of isolationism that reduced our 
international status to virtual ruin while 
our enemies built their power to unpre- 
cedented peaks — and used it to attack 
our interests America may yet die from 
its self-inflicted Vietnam w'ounds 

However that may be. I can say with 
out equivocation that protecting South 
Vietnam’s brave, sturdy, hard-working 
people from Communism w'as worth- 
while Abandoning them when success 
had virtually been achieved was a 
crime, a black mark on the American 
soul that will oever be expunged 1 for 
one will never forgive my countryment 
for that sin. for their cursed ignorance, 
moral weakness and selfishness 


As for us veterans. I am dismayed by 
our image — which some veterans are 
themselves fostering— as ruined people 
I benefitted enormously from my year 
in Vietnam, intellectually and spiritual- 
ly Not all vets feel that way. but few 
were hurt : I have know r n hundreds of ... 
Vietnam veterans and not one of them 
was broken in mind or spirit by his Viet- 
nam experience 

Civilians don’t understand that only 
about 15 percent of the vets actually 
humped the boonies" as frontline fight- 
ers Despite extensive travel. I came 
under enemy fire only once in a year — a 
short rocket attack Even for the infan- 
try, Vietman was a low-intensity war 
usually Most say they were in real 
fights only 6-12 times a year 

Sadly, some who claim that Vietnam 
ruined them are just using that as an 
excuse for problems that really stem 
from other causes 

Of course, there are genuine cases of 
physical and emotional injuries, and 
these folks deserve the best our country 
can give Certainly Americans should 
show their contempt for the depraved 
reaks who insult veteran amputees 

But it is to our betrayed allies that we 
owe the most : 

( 1)-We must admit our guilt, end the 
whitewash, and tell ourselves the truth 


(2) -We must beg forgiveness of the j 
surviving South Vietnamese, not only ; 
for abandoning them but also for the 
contemptible w r ay we insult their cour- 
age and decency in order to justify our j 
own sins. 

(3) -We must do all in our power to re- 
settle South Vietnamese refugees prop- 
erly. in the U S. or elsewhere. Troubled 
economy or not. we owe it to these 
people 

(4) -We must determine never again to 
treat an ally the way we treated South 
Vietnam

Health care 
program 
offered to 
unemployed 

A low cost emergency health care program for 
laid-off workers who have been Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield of Michigan group subscribers has been filed 
with the state insurance bureau. 

♦ This program is specifically designed to ease the 
burden of laid-off workers during Michigan’s cur- 
rent economic depression who don't have the finan- 
cial resources to transfer to our current group con- 
version contracts, and don’t qualify for Medicaid. 
BCBSM Vice President and General Counsel Joseph 
A Murphy, Jr. said. 

The program pays for hospital and medical 
surgical services but only for cases of accidental 
injuries or medical emergencies 
"The proposed rate of $29.28 for one person and 
$70.23 for a family is about a 34 percent saving over 
our low option group conversion rates and about 51 
percent less than our comprehensive group conver- 
sion rates.” Murphy said. 

Under the program subscribers are responsible 
for a 30 percent coinsurance for hospital bills up to a 
maximum $600, and 30 percent coinsurance for hos- 
pital bills up to a maximum coinsurance for physi- 
cian, laboratory and other professional services. 

• We urge the bureau to give quick approval to this 
emergency coverage plan so we can begin offering it 
only July 1,” Murphy added. 

An optional payment of $1.59 a month for one one- 
person coverage and $6.78 for the family contract 
buys a rider which removes the 30 percent coinsur- 
ance provisions, but does require a $5.00 or 10 per- 
cent coinsurance for some physician services. 

"BCBSM is responding to management and labor 
representatives of our major customers who have 
expressed their support for a lower cost emergency 
health care program for these workers until they are 
once again gainfully employed,” Murphy said.

A colorful year of international living ”down 
under” is available to American high school students 
this winter. Registration for this year’s Australian 
exchange program was announced this week by 
Youth for Understanding, a nonprofit educational 
organization with headquarters in Washington, D.C. 

Students chosen for the program will start classes 
in January when the Australian school year begins 
and will return to the U.S. in time for Christmas. 
They will live as members of Australian families, 
attend school, and experience Australia’s richly 
varied culture first hand. 

Approximately 125 students will be selected for the 
program on the basis of academic achievement and 
personal interviews. Applicants must have birth- 
dates between October 1, 1963 and December 31, 
1967, and a grade point average of 3.0. 

To apply, students should call the YFU Regional 
Office at (517 ) 777-4420. The program fee of $3965 
includes round trip air fare from San Francisco. Stu- 
dents will pay their own way to and from the depar- 
ture point. A limited number of partial scholarships 
are available, with awards ranging from $250 - 
$1,000. 

"Learning through international living is the main 
goal of all our programs.” explained Susan Greene, 
YFU s Director of U.S. Programs. Youngsters 
chosen for the Australia experience will be far more 
than tourists, Greene emphasized. ‘They will be ac- 
tive participants in everyday Australian life, espe- 
cially family life.” 

YFU’s extensive support services will make the 
transition to Australian culture easier for partici- 
pants. Students will receive four carefully designed 
orientations: one before departure, one right after 
arrival, another three months later, and a fourth 
before coming home. 

‘•‘Orientation’ may sound a little dull,” com- 
mented Michael Mercil, head of YFU’s Orientation 
Department, “but we’ve planned some exciting 
group activities that make the students feel right a t 
home.” Previous orientations have been combined 
with field trips to the Outback and tours of cities like 
Sydney and Canberra. 

Another factor that makes adjustment easy is the 
Australians’ legendary hospitality. As one former 
YFU exchange student put it. "I was surprised at 
how friendly the people were You sit in a restaurant 
or public place and people talk to you, even in big 
cities.” Participants are also sure to relish Austra- 
lia’s active outdoor life, which boasts some of the 
finest swimming, surfing, tennis, and golf in the 
world. 

This year, YFU celebrates the exchange of more 
than 80,000 students during its 30-year history 
Youngsters from the U S., Latin America, Europe. 
Asia, and Australia have partcipated. Volunteers

Once upon a time, there lived a small boy with small 
hands and a big interest in puppets. Gradually, as his hands 
grew, so, too did his puppet collection 

Today, that boy is a young man, Pat Chevillot, a junior at 
Plymouth Salem High School, and his interest has evolved 
into much more— he is the creator of 35 handmade 
marionettes. 

Constructed in his spare time, Pat’s collection includes 
typical fairy tale characters : a leprechaun, wicked witch, 
beautiful princess, handsome prince ; and assorted fantasy 
figures including a golden-tressed mermaid, a 1940’s male/ 
female singing duo. four amply endowed dancing show- 
girls and, of course. Santa Claus. 

Pat’s fascination with pulling strings began as a first 
grader at St. Mary’s in Redford, when he came across a 
book on marionette making. Equipping himself with nee- 
dle and thread, Pat made simple puppets, complete with 
magic marker face. Using Pat's guidelines, his grand- 
father fashioned the wooden hand controls. It wasn’t long 
before Pat began using his collection to entertain others. 

“I started performing in 5th grade at St. Mary’s doing 
little skits and plays that I had written myself,” he said. 
“My brother. Mike, liked to maneuver the hand controls. 
When we moved to Canton we started putting on shows at 
Isbister & Allen Middle Schools.” Word of mouth spread 
and landed the team their first paying job at the 1979 
Mason’s Christmas Party at Masonic Temple in Detroit 
before a packed crowd of 200 people. 

“We didn’t use a script — just ad libbed a typical fairy 
tale format. You know, the evil witch casts a spell on the 
beautiful princess because she’s about to marry the hand- 
some prince/* Pat explained. 

The marionettes Pat creates today show painstaking de- 
tail. The hands have pipe cleaner fingers to make them 
more flexible, barefootin’ gave way to button top boots and 
the magic marker face is now hand embroidered— a touch 


of realism that Pat taught himself and which won him the 
praise of one teacher who wanted to purchase a marionette 
for $40 

“I don’t make these to sell.” says Pat, “afterall, they’re 
one of a kind. I create them from my mind, not from a 
pattern.’’ 

Pat’s love for entertainment isn’t limited to creating 
marionettes. The Canton resident plays the clarinet, has 
acted in several high school drama productions and is cur- 
rently in rehearsals for the Plymouth Theatre Guild’s pro- 
duction of “The Pale Pink Dragon,” a fairy tale musical. 

Where will this interest in puppetry take Pat? Well, Jim 
Henson , creator of the now famous * ’ Muppets , ” had a Once 
Upon a Time, too. And he seems to be living happily ever 
after.

What kind of sound emanates from 
The Sirens?

group. His travels also included a song- 
writing job with Robert Stigwood’s 
organization in Los Angeles. 

Then, finally. The Sirens. Five 
talented musicians and lead vocalist 
Marian Shane of Inkster, who according 
to Randolph moves easily from “vamp” 
to “virgin” both visually and vocally. 

“I’m a non-conformist,’’ admitted 
Shane, listening to a test press of the 
band’s upcoming album. “It’s hard 
sometimes to be a female in a band. Bar 
agents are always asking things like 
‘What does she look like?’ instead of 
‘How are her vocals?’ And some places 
won’t even book bands with a female.” 

Described as a performer with a “Jo- 
plinistic” style, Shane has been singing 
in bands ever since graduating from 
Annapolis High. 

Financially, the group has been at a 
“break even” situation while concen- 
trating on Canadian club dates in the 
last year. But that will change upon re- 
lease of “Much Too Young,” which was 
recorded in Charisma Studios, a Dear- 
born recording studio located in an up- 
stairs fiat. 

“We plan to tour such places as New 
York, Los Angeles and even Japan,” 
Randolph said, The Sirens' music pro- 
viding background music in the studio 
as he talked. “The jobs won’t come to 
you. In Detroit the radio stations aren’t 
playing the home grown talent. The DJs 
are very understanding but their hands 
are tied by stockholders and owners— 
that’s why all you hear is the big name 
talent all the time on all the stations It’s 
a copycat policy. 

“Detroit is a heavy metal town. 
Around here it’s five to 10 years behind 
L A. (musically) and 20 behind Eng- 
land.” 

Sounds like some tough odds facing a 
local Rock band in need of publicity. 

“With 10 original songs we’ll have a 
better chance at getting some airplay.” 
Randolph said “And we re going to 
market the album in other places

Collectively they plan on making a lot-

Much of “Nighthawks” 
is both a convergence 
and a departure.

Tennis can help reduce built-up stress 


SWhether you ’re a weekend hacker or a 
: tournament professional, tennis is an 
excellent way to shape up for summer 
while helping to reduce built-up stress. 

“An average player uses approx- 
imately 1,000 calories for a 2^-hour 
singles match while a world-class play- 
er burns 2,000 calories,” noted Walter 
Zeiler, Member Life manager of the 

* Automobile Club of Michigan 

• "Although it provides a good w f orkout, 
teiinis by itself is not the perfect exer- 
cise," said Zeiler. “Conditioning and 
proper* warm-up improve performance 

• and help reduce risk of injury while in- 
suring enjoyment and success.” 

Before beginning any training or fit- 
ness program, persons over 35 or who 
have health problems should have a 
complete medical examination and 
clearance from their physician. 


“Without proper conditioning and 
warm-up exercises, the temptation to 
play an extra set of tennis on the first 
nice day of spring could ruin the whole 
season," Zeiler said. 

The serious player (twice a week) 
should supplement tennis with a 
routine combining aerobic activities 
such as jogging and swimming with 
strength and flexibility exercises. Play- 
ers on a higher competitive level shouid 
follow a more vigorous exercise sche- 
dule and include a light weight-lifting 
program. 

Aerobics increase a person s ability to 
breathe in large amounts of air and 
circulate it through the lungs and heart 
to the entire muscle system for energy 
formation. 

One of the best warm-ups is jogging 


followd by stretching and flexing exer- 
cises. Muscles that need flexing are calf, 
hamstring, groin, back, shoulder and 
forearm. 

On the court, a player should begin by 
hitting easy overhead shots followed by 
groundstrokes, volleys and serves. 

Following an energetic tennis match, 
it is important to stay active. A person 
should repeat the pre-match exercises 
or walk around for five or 10 minutes. 
This helps shorten the recovery time 
and permits the heart and circulation to 
gradually return to normal. 

Proper instruction is an important 
ingredient of this popular year-round 
sport . Health experts agree that unless a 
player reaches an intermediate skill 
level, it’s hard to receive much exercise 
out of tennis. An intermediate player 
possesses a consistent forehand, incon- 


sistent backhand and can keep the ball 
in play an average of three times per 
rally. 

The most common tennis injuries in- 
volve the elbow*, shoulder and Achilles 
tendon in the heel. Proper instruction 
and conditioning can minimize the pos- 
sibilities of those injuries. 

A well-balanced diet and adequate 
fluid intake should be incorporated into 
a sound tennis training program Sports 
medicine doctors advise avoiding the 
latest fad diets and carbohydrate load- 
ing which is popular in marathon 
running. 

“Unless you’re name is Bjorn Borg or 
Tracy Austin, the goal of tennis should 
be fun and fitness,” concluded Zeiler. 
“Nothing is gained by competition that 
may lead to injury or disability.”

They call it R.O.C.K. 
Canton ’s Center Stage 


A perpetual critic's favorite, Garland Jeffries has had 
close brushes with the kind of fame and fortune he de- 
serves, but so far. it’s continued to evade him So far. 

In the United States anyway, but Europe is another 
story 1979's ‘American Boy And Girl” album, released 
on A&M records throughout the world, did extremely 
well as did the single from the LF. “Matador.” When 
asked what he thought the reasons were for his success 
overseas — or actually, why it hasn't happened for him 
in the States yet. he had this to offer: “It's a lot of 
reasons... not to mention that there’s always chance in- 
volved with a hit record. But I think the atmosphere in 
radio and in the public is less conservative than Amer- 
ica’s, and number two. the support I got from the record 
company in Europe -—was very substantial ’’ 

What!?! Conservative? Detroit’s radio stations? 
Where they play all the hits, all the time, just as long as 
it all sounds the same (boring). Luckily though. De- 
troit’s banal airwaves aren’t totally representative of 
the rest of the country, because both singles off of Gar- 
land’s new album —“Escape Artist’’— have received 
mucho airplay. 

“96 Tears," Jeffries valid remake of ? and the Myste- 
rians classic was a bonafide hit. and the new 45. “Mod- 
ern Lovers,” looks to be an even bigger seller As for the 
tour, it’s been standing-room-only just about every 
night. Part of this may have to do with the presence of 
The Rumour, formerly Graham Parker's band, now 
playing in Jeffries backfield So Garland, the obvious 
question is. how'd you hook up with The Rumour 9 
“It was very, very simple ...everybody’s been asking 
that question as if it’s some kind of mystery or some- 
thing. It’s just that they were free, and I was free, and 
Steve and Andrew played on the album, so it was simply 
a matter of inviting them over to do the tour as well ” 
Have a lot of people been bringing up the Graham 
Parker & The Rumour Garland JefTries and The 
Rumour’ thing? 

“Actually no, and I’m real pleased with that. I m sure 
people compare us in their minds, but we re very diffe- 
rent, and we’re very different performers.” 

Very different, I agree, but there is one similarity — 


both are among the best rock n roll has to offer 
As is The Rumour — most of the time With three solo 
(i.e., no frontman) albums to their credit, they want 
very much to be taken on their own terms. The show 
opened with a solo spot by the band, and while their 



playing is top-notch and some of the songs are even very 
good, The Rumour alone is so totally devoid of personal- 
ity that they just fail to spark much interest Just like 
brown shoes, they don't make it 
When Garland Jeffries took the stage with them 
though, it was a different matter altogether , the elec- 
tricity coming off the stage was magic, and so in turn 
was the music.

“Alright,” Jeffries said, “we got one problem here 
tonight... and that's that we re standin’ up, and you’re 
sitting down!” Well, the crowd must have thought that 
rather than ask the band to sit down, they’d stand up. 
because that’s what they did for the rest of the night, 
alternately dancing, running back to the table for 
another drink, then back to dancing 
Virtually every song off of the new album was per- 
formed, as well as most of his second solo album 
“Ghost Writer,” which yielded his only previous hit, 
“Wild In The Streets. ’ “35 Millimeter Dreams” was 
dedicated To Anita Ek-berg,” and was followed by one 
of the hottest rockers off of Escape Artist.” Mystery 
Kids.” “Graveyard Rock” (a lively little number) kept 
the crowd tripping the light fandango, although only a 
few actually fell 


Like his soul-kindred Bruce Springsteen. Jeffries 
isn t one to shy away from journeying into the audience, 
standing on dangerously wobbly tables, or handing the 
microphone over to the crowd to sing along, and this 
adds a lot to the feeling of comradeship so evident in the 
show 

As the sweat-drenched band returned for the first 
encore, Garland walked to stage center and addressed 
the crowd: “This is the first time I’ve ever played in 
Detroit. ..it’s not so bad after all is it?” 

Ah , but then again . you ’ ve n^ver had to listen to VVLLZ 
(aka Zep-land). have you I thought not 

96 Tears” brought the audience to a new peak of 
excitement, and the second encore, “R O C K.” sus- 
tained it . There’s no doubt in my mind that had the crew 
at Center Stage not been in such an obvious hurry to get 
home and watch a rerun of “Love Boat,” there would 
have been at least another encore or two 

The musicians were barely off of the stage when the 
house P A was turned on. it’s bland rock n’ roll drown- 
ing out the cheering, stamping crowd that wanted more 
of the real thing, not recorded music and a slightly-out- 
of-focus slide show Ah well. 

The crowd at Center Stage was the most manic I’ve 
seen there since the near-legendary Kingbees show last 
year . but since Garland Jeffries & The Rumour were the 
hottest band to fill the stage there since who-knows- 
when, that’s only right. And since the LP “Escape 
Artist" fulfills the potential of the live show, I recom- 
mend you pick up on it today

Steve Schwartz has made some fantastic moves and plays during his athle- 
tic career which goes back some 15 years when he played and starred for the 
now defunct St. Mary’s of Wayne High School 

But last week’s quick reaction to a line drive averted tragedy 

The former baseball, basketball and football star for the Blue Knights who 
presently is Wayne Memorial s head basketball coach has a f ractured hand as 
a result of that play. 

What happened was — and we have seen this thing occur so many times — 
that a line drive was drilled down the first base line where Schwartz, head 
Wayne Memorial coach Jim Chronowski and Schwartz’ 4-year-old son. Matt, 
were in conference. 

"We were taking batting practice," Schwartz related, “and suddenly, in- 
stinctively I felt that the ball was heading right toward us. I threw' my arm in 
front of my kid’s face and the ball hit me in the hand." 

If Schwartz would have waited a fraction of a second, the ball would have 
pounded Matt’s face. Instead, it caught the cage coach’s hand, fracturing it in 
two spots. 

Schwartz excused himself from the crowd, put Matt in the car and drove 
himself to Wayne County General Hospital where they treated him for the 
injury. 

All during the time the doctors treated Schwartz, young Matt sat in the 
waiting room all by himself. He’s a trooper, all right, but he’s also lucky that 
his father excelled in athletics. 

Now, instead of sporting a couple of broken bones in the face— or even 
worse— voung Matt is sporting a new bicycle for his birthday. 

The Schwartzes celebrated Matt’s birthday on Saturday, and the only one 
who was hurting was Coach Schwartz. 

"I don’t mind this pain," he said "I think we’re pretty darn fortunate it all 
ended the w'ay it did."
